The Debt in Silver. 

It is stater* in the New Yoik Sunday 
News that the amount of the public debt 
in silver dollars, if spread out singly upon 
a smooth level plain, as close a- 'hoy could 
be, would cover an area of nun} hundred 
square miles. 

And that the same number of 'silver 
dollars would he sufficient to lay a wall 
four feet high, the colilthtts in close con- 
tact, one hundred and twenty-five miles 

long. 

It would require one million four hun- 
dred and eighty-four thousand seven hun- 
dred and eighty-four thousand seven linn 
dred and fifty eight men to lift these dol- 
lars, each man lifting one hundred pounds. 

These dollar* would Weigh one hun- 
dred and forty eight millions four hundred 
and seventy-five thousand pounds. 

This would be seventy-four thousand 
two hundred and thirty-seven tons. 

It would take thirty-seven thousand one 
bundled and eighty doulde teams, each 
loaded with two tons, to draw this amount 
of silver. 

It would make a chain of silver dimes, 
linked together at the edges, long enough 
to teach around the earth, extend to ami 
reach around the moon, ntid leave two 
hundred and ninety-eight millions of dol- 
lars over — or more thnp enough to defray 
the efcpr'nses of the Federal Government, 
under a Democratic administration during 
n whole Presidential teim. 

How hard it is to realize the magnitude 
of this debt!
